OBITUARY 


JOHN A. CARLSON 

After an illness lasting only 
two days, John A, Carlson, old- 
timer, living ten miles north- 
east of Champion, died on Fri- 
day afternoon, The deceased 
had risen on Wednesday mor- 
ning evidently in his usual good 
health but about nine o'clock 
was taken ill, and the best 
efforts of medical skill were 
unavailing in avoiding the fatal 
issue. The funeral took place 
on Sunday and was very largely 
attended, the deceased having 
been one of the most widely 
known farmers in the district. 


having returned from Edmon- 
ton forthe purpose. Beautiful 
flowers in great profusion 
testified to the wide esteem in 
which the deceased was held in 
the community. 

John A. Carlson was born at 
Mallia, Kalmar Lan, Sweden on 
the 3rd day of November, 1864, 
and was consequently in his 
65th year. In 1884 he removed 
to the United States, settling at 
St. Paul, Minu., where he mar- 
ried Betty Nelson on June 4th, 
1895. He later farmed near 
Rush City, Minn., and moved to 
Alberta in 1906, homesteading 
northeast of the present town- 
site of Champion, where he has 
resided continuously until the 
time of his death, Of a quiet 
and unassuming disposition Mr. 
Carlson made hosts of friends 
in the community who will 
sorrow at his sudden removal. 
A pioneer of this district and a 
successful farmer he was one of 
those who assisted in making 
this section widely known for 
its fertility and _ possibilities. 
His passing leaves a real gdp in 
the ranks of the old-timers, 

With the exception of one 
son, Kenneth, who predeceased 
him in 1918, the immediate 
.|family of deceased, including 
his wife, are all living in the 
district. Three sons, Edwin, 
Norman and Ted, and one 
daughter, Margaret, and three 
grand-children survive him. 
Other relatives are a_ sister, 
Mrs, August Johnson, Hudson, 
Wis.; two brothers Carl of Still- 
water, Minn., and Fred of Min- 
neapolis; two half brothers, 
Axel Gustafson of Minneapolis, 
and Otto living in Sweden.

‘Fresh from the gardens’ 
The High Cost of Sicksess. 


Ten billion dollars a year, or one-ninth of the annual income of the 
United States, goes in that country to pay for illness or to repair damages 
inflicted by it, according to one responsible authority quoted in a recent 
issue of “The Literary Digest.” 

It is doubtful if in Canada the necessary information is available and 
data compiled to enable an estimate to be made of the costs of sickness to 
the Dominion as a whole. Probably in this more northerly climate and 
less congested centres of population, sickness is not quite so prevalent, 
although, on the other hand, owing to the distance which many of our 
rural population are from doctors, hospitals and nurses, the average cost 
per patient may be somewhat higher than across the line. 

Some of the figures quoted by “The Literary Digest” as applicable to 
the United States may, therefore, be not so very far out in their relation 
to Canada. At all events, they are arresting and thought proyoking. 

It is stated that the average individual between the cradle and the 
grave spends one-fortieth of his time in bed because of incapacitating 
iliness, and that for the same reason the average worker loses two per 
cent. of his time, or a fraction more than seven days a year, 

The people of the United States, it is asserted, are paying for the 
treatment of disease not less than $2,500,000,000 a year, or approximately 
$100 per family. In addition there is an estimated annual loss of 
$2,000,000,000 as a result of decreased wage-earning capacity. And there 
is a still further permanently interrupted wage-earning capacity through 
postponable deaths, estimated to be $6,000,000,000, making the total annual 
cost of disease to the people of the United States, $10,000,000,000. The total 
annual income of the country is about $90,000,000,000, 

Can any people afford to pay such a staggering sum, constituting, as 


it does, such a large proportion of their total income on such a 
non-productive, destructive thing as disease and preventable deaths? The 
United States census returns makes answer According to this official 


compilation, 49.7 per cent. of patients in general hospitals, in 1923, were 
able to pay in full; 19.3 per cent. of patients paid in part, and 31 per cen, 
patients paid nothing. While no reliable data is available as to the extent 
that patients paid for the services of physicians, it is reasonable to suppose 
that physicians were paid at much the same ratio as the hospitals. If so, 
then only about one-half of the people paid in full for services required as a 


result of illness; 20 per cent. paid in part, while 30 per cent. paid nothing. 


The conclusion reached is, that for the great mass of families witn 
incomes below $1,200 a year, there is only one of two alternatives when 
sickness overtakes them,—medical charity or financial tragedy. 

The further conclusion is reached that there are just two ways for 
lowering the cost of medical care. One way is by the prevention of 


unnecessary disease,certainly the best and sanest way,—-and the other 
way is through the use of an organized medical service. 
An organized medical service, it is pointed out, can be offered rer 


financial returns consiterably smaller than the cost would be ir me 
patient obtained the same from unrelated practitioners anu 
specialists. An organized service makes possible economies which are not 
possible in an unorganized service. Certain examples are cited 

Through an organized medical service, some of the large universities 
are able to render a thoroughly modern medical service, including 
care, to their students for from $9 to $12 per student a year. 

The Endicott-Johnson Corporation with its 16,000 employees and their 
families represent a population of approximately 60,000 The 
Corporation gives these employees and their families a service 
which includes the full-time services of 27 physicians, 8 dentists, 1 X-ray 
technician, 51 nurses, and 2 pharmacists, for an annual cost of $6 to $7 
per capita for the whole industrial population. 

The industrial settlement of Roanoke North Carolina, 
composed of workers of five cotton mills and paper gives a 
modern, efficient medical service, including hospital care, home visits, 
public-health nursing, for $23.60 per family, or at 
capita.
